startling trancition into others. of an 
agitated description. The Symphony is 
complete as regards the Gret and second 
movement; nine.bara of the scherzo are 
fully scored, and here the manuscript stops 
short without.“the slightest indication of 
what was to follow. In this condition the 
composer presinted tho score“ to the 
Musikvorein. In-tho second part of the 

gramme the orchestra performed a 

larchfrom ‘ Tannhiiuser,’ and concluded 


with the Overture to *Hiinsel and Gretel,” 


by Humperdinck, In the latter, the instru- 
mentalista eurpassdd all thoir previous 
efforts, and tho concort closed with a burst 
of unstinted, spontaneous, and deservod 
applause.
